There are indications that 
there 
will be considerable 
opposition 
in 
the Senate and House of Represen 
tatives to the President’s

for the adoption of the conscription 
system in raising the 2,000,000, men 
.which will be needed in the near fu 
ture to carry on the war. 
One of 
the chief arguments of those who 
apparently intend to 
oppose 
this 
military policy is that it is a 
re­ 
flection on the patriotism 
of 
our 
young men. But the plan i» not ad­ 
vocated with any such idea in mind 
It is true that many thousands of 
our young men who volunteered to 
go to Mexico and “get Villa’’ became 
so disgusted at the 
policy of inac­ 
tion which 
was 
pursued 
on the 
border that they are loath again to 
enter the military service, at least 
until they are assured that they will 
be engaged in work of a more ser­ 
ious nature than 
cleaning stables, 
policing camps, and guard mount. It 
is 
no lack 
of 
patriotism 
which 
causes them to hesitate. 
These are 
the very men who are anxious and 
willing to tackle the Huns. 
Conscription 
is 
necessary, 
not 
primarily to gather in the ‘slackers,’ 
although it may serve its purpose in 
that direction, but because the con­ 
scription which is proposed is to be 
selective in its nature. 
It is a noble 
sentiment which prompts Americans 
in every walk of life to rush to the 
colors when 
the call to 
arms 
is 
sounded, and it is an inspiring sight 
to see, but the enthusiasm of 
the 
patriot does not always 
make for 
the best efficiency. 
The men on the 
farms, for instance, 
have 
always 
been foremost 
in

to 
their country’s call, 
but

army which we are about 
to raise 
-hould not include a disproportion­ 
ate number of farmers, or of labor­ 
ers.

Department of Agriculture Horticulturists Outline Principles for 
Making a Success of the Home Vegetable 
Patch. 


X V III. 
SQUASH. 


Summer squashes are to many an 
attractive addition' to the home gar­ 
den. 
Their culture is easy, accord­ 
ing to the U. S. Department of Ag­ 
riculture. 
Two or three 
hills 
will 
furnish enough for 
an 
average­ 
sized family. 
These squashes are not fastidious 
as to soils, though they, like 
most 
garden plants, prefer a warm, sandy 
loam. 
The most important require­ 
ments for success are abundance of 
manure«, and good cultivation. 
The 
hills may be spaced five or six feet 
apart. 
The plants will occupy the 
ground all summer if the fruits are 
harvested at usabde stage. 
In preparing a 
“hill” 
for 
the 
planting of summer squashes, a hole 
2$ feet square and 12 inches 
deep 
should be dug; a bushel basketful 
of manure should then be thorough­ 
ly mixed with the 
excavated 
soil, 
which is then replaced in the 
hole. 
It is better to use well-rotted man- 
nure, but if the mixing with soil is 
properly done there will be 
little 
danger of heating from fresh strawy 
manure. 
With chicken manure, use 
only one-half of this quantity. 
This preparation can very well be 
done as soon as the ground is 
in 
condition for working in sprint. 
Squashes are tender plants, and 
cannot endure the slightest frost, so 
seed should not be planted until the 
soil is well warmed. Ten or a dozen 
seeds are planted usually 
in 
each 
hill. 
These should finally be thinned 
i 


to one or two plants. The soil must 
be stirred by 
shallow 
cultivation 
until the plants cover the soil. 
There are in use in this country 
several types of 
these 
squashes. 
They must all be used while 
very 
immature; 
if the thumb nail does 
not very readily puncture the skin 
of the fruit, it is 
past its 
best 
¿tage. 
Seollon 
or 
Pattypan 
squashes 
occur in white and yellow colors. 
Yellow Summer Crookneck is 
also 
much planted and is a good variety. 
These squashes have 
short vines 
and are usually called bush forms. 
English forms of summer squashes 
are called vegetable marrows, and 
can be obtained from many Ameri­ 
can seedmen. 
There is 
also 
an 
Italian summer squash under 
the 
name of Cocozelle, which is offered 
by a few seedsmen. These last have 
long vines, and should be given as 
much as eight or ten feet 
between 
hills. 
Winter squashes such 
as 
Hub­ 
bard, Green and Yellow, 
Delicious, 
and Boston Marrow require the cul­ 
tural treatment given 
above, 
but 
should be given ten to twelve feet 
distance 
between 
hills. 
Winter 
squashes should be stored in a dry 
place where the temperature 
does 
not go below 45° or 50° F. An up­ 
stairs room is much better for this 
purpose than a cellar.

must be thoroughly ripened, but not 
frosted.

the mobilization of 
over 2,000,000 unemployed boys be­ 
tween the ages of fifteen and nine­ 
teen years for service on the farms 
and in the production of food sup­ 
plies and munitions; 
the 
enlist­ 
ment of men unfitted for 
military 
service as an 
officially 
recognized 
force for the production of necessi­ 
ties; a complete survey of the food 
[supply; 
national 
systematic 
pub­ 
licity of food prices; effective con­ 
trol of agencies for the manufac­ 
ture and handling of 
foods, 
and 
price fixing, if necessary—these are 
among the leading recommendations 
of sixty-two officials 
representing 
State agricultural 
colleges 
and 
commissions of thirty-two 
States, 
from New York to the Rocky Moun­ 
tains, who met at the request of the 
Secretary of Agriculture to confer 
with representatives of the U. S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture 
in 
St. 
Louis, last week. 
The conference, 
after dealing with the general prob­ 
lems of agriculture and organizing 
the Federal and State agencies for 
effective co-operation, made a spec­ 
ial appeal to the patriotism of far­ 
mers and recommended 
a 
definite 
program particularly looking to the 
increase of cereal and leguminous 
food and meat and animal products. 
[Home owners and 
their 
children 
were urged to produce as much food 
as possible in back yards and 
va­ 
cant lots and to can or preserve all 
surplus. 
The conference, after 
thorough 
discussion, decided to deal with the 
whole subject of the 
food supply 
under four major divisions as fol­ 
low's: 
1. Production and labor, 
2. Distribution and Prices. 
3. 
Economy and Utilization. 
4. 
Effective Organization. 
A committee of fifteen, composed 
of State commissioners of agricul­ 
ture, representatives of State col­ 
leges, and representatives of the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture, 
was 
appointed. This committee appoint­ 
ed subcommittees from its member­ 
ship to deal with each of the four 
problems. 
The committee then re­ 
ported its findings to the 
general 
conference, which decided to 
ex- 
iress its views and to 
urge 
the 
courses of action as 
summarized 
below: 
Upon the farmer rests 
in large 
measure the final responsibility 
of 
winning the war in which we 
are 
now involved. The importance to the 
nation of an adequate food supply, 
especially for the present year, can 
not be over-emphasized. The world's 
food reserve is very 
low. 
There­ 
fore, the man who tills the soil and 
supports the soldier in 
the 
field, 
and the family at home, is rendering 


a s noble and patriotic a service as 
is the man who bears the brunt of 
battle. 
i 
Within the next sixty days 
the 
final measure of crop acreage and 
food production for this year 
will 
have been established. We urge the 
importance of the immediate mobili­ 
zation of all available 
service in 
performing the patriotic 
duty 
of 
providing and conserving food. 
Because of the "world shortage of 
food, it is scarcely possible 
that 
the production of staple crops 
by 
the farmer of the United States can 
be too great this year. There Is ev­ 
ery reason to believe that a gener­ 
ous price will be paid for the har­ 
vest of their fields. 
To meet the extraordinary needs 
of agriculture in this emergency we 
recommend that an appropriation of 
$25,000,000 or so much thereof as 
may be needed, to be available im­

Conference of Agricultural 
Repre- 


sentatives at St. Louis Adopts 


Plan to Conserve Food 


APPROPRIATION 
US FAVORED 


Mobilization of Army of Two Mil- 


lion Boys For Food Produc- ' 
tion is Also Recommended 


Washington, April 18.—An emer- 


gency appropriation of $"25,000,000 
to he made available immediately 
for the use of the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture to meet the extraordinary 
needs of agriculture; 
an 
urgent 


call to all farmers to increase pro- 
duction and to housewives to avoid 
all food waste; the mobilization of 
over "2,000,000 unemployed boys be- 
tween the ages of fifteen and nine- 
teen years for service on the farms 
and in the production of food sup- 
plies and munitions; 
the 
enlist- 


ment of men unfitted for 
military 


service as an 
officially recognized 


force for the production of necessi- 
ties; a complete survey of the food 
supply; national systematic pub- 
licity of food prices; effective con- 
trol of agencies for the manufac- 
ture and handling of 
foods, 
and 


price fixing, if necessary—these are 
among the lending reconunendations 
of sixty-two officials 
representing 


State agricultural 
colleges 
and 


commissions of thirty-two 
States, 


from New York to the Rocky Moun-, 
tains, who met at the request of the 
Secretary of Agriculture to confer 
with representatives of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture 
in 
St. 


Louis, last week. The conference, 
after dealing with the general prob- 
lems of agriculture, and organizing 
the Federal and State agencies for 
effective co-operation, made a spec- 
ial appeal to the patriotism of far- 
mers and recommended a, 
definite 


program particularly looking to the 
increase of -cereal and leguminous 
food and meat and animal products. 
Home owners and 
their 
children 


were urged to prodnce as much food 
as possible in back yards and 
ya- 


cant lots and to ean or preserve .all 
surplus. 


The conference, after 
thorough 


discussion, decided to deal with the 
whole subject of the 
food supply 


under four major divisions, as fol- 
lows: 
. 


1. Production and .labor. 
2. Distribution and Prices. 
3. Economy and Utilization.

4. 
Effective Organization. 


A committee of fifteen, composed 


of State commissioners of agricul- 
ture, representatives of State col- 
leges, and representatives of the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture, 
was 


appointed. This committee appoint- 
ed subcommittees from its member- 
ship to deal with each of the four 
problems. The committee then re- 
ported its findings tff the 
general' 


conference, which decided to 
ex- 


:ess its views and to 
urge the 


courses of action as 
summarized 


below:
